The  best  dimen- 
sions for  ordinary  family  use  are  suggested  in  each  case.     The  information 
can  be  obtained  by  writing  to  the  Bureau  of  Public  Roads,  U.  S.  Department 
of  Agriculture,  Washington,  D.  C. 
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
